NWONGKONG — The big American 
steamer Minnesota has by its recent ar- 
rival made Hongkong furiously to think. 
Not only has it brought the largest’ 
cargo of flotir ever carried to the east, 
but it has demonstrated that the famous 
harbor of Hongkong is not all that the 

local authorities thought it was. 
In other words, the Minnesota, being, 
so heavily laden, was unable to proceed | 


to her usual anchorage and had to be| 
given moorings in the man-of-war an-| 
chorage. There was not sufficient depth 
of water for the big liner at her usual 
place down West point, and the authori. |

District-Attorney French today as- 
signed special agents of the department 
of justice to make an investigation at 
Lawrence. The findings will be turned 
over to Attorney-General Wickersham. 

Upon being asked whether the federal 
government would take any action in 
reference to the Lawrence strike, Mr. 
French said: 

“I have been requested by Attorney- 
General Wickersham to make certain in- 
quiries with respect to the situation at 
Lawrence, but there should be no mis- 
understanding as to their scope. 

“The law officers of the United States 
have no authority to investigate the 
strike in its general aspect. Their only 
solicitude is to ascertain whether or not 
the complaint which has been made to 
them that the prevention by the local 
police of the transportation of children 
from Lawrence to Providence and Phil- 
adelphia last Saturday, although under 
color of a Massachusetts statute, was 
in violation of any paramount law of 
the United States, and particularly 
whether or not it involved a conspiracy 
to restrain trade among the states 
under the criminal provisions of 
the Sherman act, on the ground that it 
unwarrantably interfered with a con- 
tract for interstate transportation of 
paasengers by a common carrier. 

“This investigation has of course 
nothing to do with the merits of the 
questions at issue between the strikers 
and the mill owners. The inquiry will 
be conducted under my direction by offi- 
cers of the bureau of investigation of 
the department of justicc.”

Daniel Murphy, city 
solicitor, appeared for the mayor and 
city marshal, to prosecute. 

The action was brought under a state 
statute which defines neglect of chil- 
dren. - It was brought out that the strike 
committee had purchased tickets for ‘50 
children to go to Philadelphia ‘where 
they were to be cared for until the 
strike ended by sympathizing friends. 
While these children and their parents 
were standing in the depot waiting room 
30 policemen headed by Marshal Suflj- 
van entered, and prevented the children 
from making an interstate journey. 
Prosecutrr Murphy declared in opening 
that the mayor and marshal contended 
that in addition to parental neglect 
there was proof that the children were

SHOEMAKERS ARE 
AGAINST BILL TO 
REQUIRE NAMES 


Shoe manufacturers are generally voic- 
ing their protest individually or through 
their various organizations, against a 
bill. before Congress “prohibiting fraud 
upon the public by requiring manufact- 
urers to place their own names upon 
shoes manufacturer.” R. H. Fyfe of De- 
troit, Mich., expresses their views in a 
letter published in the current issue of 
the Boot & Shoe Recorder. 

It says in part: 

“This bill, if passed, makes it manda- 
tory for the manufacturers to place their 
names on all shoes which we sell. This 
purports to be for the purpose of pro- 
hibiting fraud on the public, but in real- 
ity, it is a bill to place the entire retail 
shoe trade of the country in the hands 
of the manufacturer, and in my opinion 
would be disastrous and ruinous to the 
retail trade and detrimental to the pub- 
lic. 

“The title of the bill is dishonest and 
untruthful. The consumer has no means 
of coming in contact with the manu- 
facturer. 

“This whole matter ?s of course got 
up by certain manufacturers who want 
to take the entire retail shoe business of 
the country in their own hands, 

“The local dealer who has established 
a business of importance has invariably 
done it by honest, square dealing. 

“Tf he allows the manufacturer to 
place his name upon the goods he sells, 
he puts himself practically in their 
hands. They can charge him more for 
the goods, raise the price or lower their 
quality, and the dealer is helpless. This 
would mean great loss to him, and com- 
pel him to do business at a great dis- 
advantage, which, of course, would in 
the end be paid by the consumer.

MORE EXPANSION DUE 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON--The annual report of the 
British South Afriea Company, which 
has just been issued, gives evidence of 
the progress made by Rhodesia during 
the year 1910-11. The administration 
of southern Rhodesia, the report 
points out, has now been established 
for some years on a permanent, normal, 
-and satisfactory basis, The expenditure 
for the ordinary purposes of govern- 
ment js fully. met by administrative 
revenue, which also covers a substantial 
annual expenditure upon public works. 
In northern Rhodesia, however, adminis- 


trative expenditure is not yet covered | 


by administrative receipts, but the 
revenue is growing satisfactorily and may 
be expected to expand considerably now 
that conditions permit of the extension 
of settlement and mining. 

The census of southern Rhodesia, 
which was taken on May 17, 1911, 
showed that the European population 
had risen to 23,606, an increase of 87 
per cent since the last census in 1909, 
and the native population to 744,599, an 
increase of 25 per cent. 

The report speaks with considerable 
satisfaction of the work of the education 
department, and the directors claim that 
the present position of Rhodesia, in re- 
~ spect of facilities for first-rate education, 
is Superior to that of any other of the 
south African colonies. The number of 
European children attending the govern- 
ment and aided schools throughout the 
territory was 2080 on Sept. 30, 1911, a8 
against 1623 at the end of 1910.

to keep the local wages at their present 
level. 

With regard to the commercial prog- 
Rhodesia, reference is made to 
the establishment of a land bank, with 
a share capital of £250,000, to afford 
financial assistance to settlers. As re- 
gards land for settlement. the director 
of land settlement estimates that up- 
wards of 48,000,000 acres are still avail- 
able in southern Rhodesia, and states 
that 1582 vacant tarms have already 
heen surveyed, and are ready for occupa- 
tion. During the vear 1911 there were 
‘09 new farm settlers, as compared with 
48; during the previous year, whilst sales 
f land during the same period showed 
an increase of 330,000 acres. 

The net receipts of the Rhodesia and 
Mashonaland raWway for }! 11 amounted 
approximately to £954.665. as compared 
with £,00,962 for 1910. A new line is 
being constructed from Salisbury into 
the Mazoe district, whilst the South 
African railways are linking Zeerust, in 
‘the Transvaal, with the Rhodesian rail-

between Johannesburg and Buluwayo 
will be reduced by 250 miles.

country. The exports of the United States to the islands in the year 
covered by the report have been increased by more than $12,500,000, 
their total being $49,800,000. This amounted to 40 per cent of the 
total imports of the Philippines, as against 30 per cent of the previous 
year. 
é Increased purchases fairly indicate increased purchasing power. 
The needs of the Philippines—or, at least, the wants—are increasing 
from year to vear, a wholesome sign of progress; and it must be, in 
view of the increasing purchases abroad, that there is also an increase 
in the means of supplying them. But there is another and a still 
more eloyuent indication of good times in the islands. This is to be 
found in atrincrease of Filipino deposits in the postal savings banks 
ot 171 per cent. , 
It has been our pleasure heretafore to note the steady advance 


in the Philippines along educational lines. The claim has even been 
held that education is progressing in the archipelago taster than 
industrv. ‘The natives, it has been said, are quicker in the acquisition 
of knowledge than they are in the application of it. Perhaps there 
is some ground for this, but it must be remembered that knowledge 
is very new to most of them. It remains now for the competent 
teachers who have imparted it to bring the Filipino youth around to 
the point of making the best use of it. In the present report, empha- 
sis is laid on the urgent need in the islands of vocational schools, but 
this need cannot be regarded as peculiarly characteristic of any coun- 
trv. The same need is felt and recognized in the United States and 
in Canada, and doubtless in all of the newer lands. A sign ot general 
development in the Philippines that should not be overlooked or 
underrated is the increasing demand for transportation facilities. All 
of the progressive peoples of the world are restless, in the sense that 
they mingle largely and continuously with each other. Intercom- 
;Munication and intermingling are, indeed, the mainsprings of modern 
industry and commerce.

With memories of Howells and 
Marsh in Italv, Motley in Vienna, Bancroft

home with an honorable record which could be counted unto him as 
an asset in a subsequent literary career. This expectation has not 
been realized. Professor Egan still chooses to remain a diplomat.

The professor, on leave of 
absence from his post, is to tour the South this spring, managed by 
the department of agriculture. On a schedule arranged by Secretary 
\ilson. aided by the southern commercial congress officials, Pro- 
fessor Egan is to go from center to center telling southerners how 
Denmark has been turned into a most profitable market and dairy 
farm for her residents, supplving her larger and richer neighbors 
with much of their produce: and all this under a cooperative system 
of production and distribution which equalizes economic conditions 
and makes the litth Scandinavian nation one of the finest social 
faboratories of western I.urope. 
Professor Egan is to be congratulated on his willingness to serve

“his countrymen in this way. A man less democratic or socially- 


minded mieht have refused the privilege. With anything like partial 
acceptance by the South of Danish methods ot intensive agriculture 
and cooperative farming and marketing, that virgin region would 
rush into an era of prosperity and civic content beside which even 
its gains during the past generation would seem small. 

Professor Egan will not be the first exponent in the South of 
the cooperative’ methods that flourish in Denmark, Jlolland and 
Belgium. Van Eeden, the Dutch social leader and preacher of 
socialized industry and agriculture, already has a cooperative colony 
at work in North Carolina, with emigrants from lurope as settlers.

suilding tor the present ts a common American fault: building for 
the future is a virtue that should be cultivated. How many millions 
of public money have, been turned into debris during the last fifty 
vears by reason of the most ordinary lack of foresight in public 
building construction it would be impossible to’say;: but nearly everv 
community of any age or size in the country has its story to tell of 
public buildings outgrown, if not abandoned and demolished. 

There are not a few cases where costly buildings outgrown and 
abandoned have been demolished to give place to other costly build- 
ings destined to be soon outgrown and abandoned in turn. Custom 
houses, postoffices, court houses, city halls, built to meet present 
needs, have in many places within a few vears been rendered useless 
by reason of the growth of the communities which they were intended 
to serve. It would seem that even at this late day there are voices 
raised in Cleyeland in opposition to the erection of a city hall that 
inay be adequate to the requirements of the city government twenty- 
five or fifty years hence, tor we find the journal referred to protesting 
against any contraction of the ‘structure merely that some expense 
may be sdved. “The city,” it says, “is growing at a rate more rapid 
even than could be foreseen at the time present plans tor the building 
were drawn. Its growth in the coming few years will, in all prob- 
ability. be the greatest in its history. No small city hall will suffice.” 

Cleveland, through its mayor and through its press, is calling 
for a city hall that will be commensurate in proportions, in decoration 
anc in dignity with not merely its present, but its future, civie Wupor- 
tance. We believe this call should be heeded. The nvakeshift period 
i .\merican public architecture 1s passing, its departure should be 
hastened: henceforth the aim and determination of American cities 
should be to build, and build grandly, for the future.
